How much weight does your signature carry? 
The chemist can weigh it accurately, however 
lightly you pencil it. With like precision he 
can weigh a single pollen grain, ora particle no 
heavier than a twenty-eight millionth part of a 
ounce! He must determine such minute weights 
in the course of ‘his daily work, and does so 
easily and swiftly by means of this micro- 
balance. The modern micro-balance is a jewel 
among laboratory instruments, so sensitive 
that it must be treated with the utmost care. 
Draughts, moisture, slight changes in tempera- 
ture, or even the distant rumble of heavy 
traffic can upset it. When this picture was 
taken the photographer had to keep himself 
and his lights well away from the balance, for 
a rise of two degrees in temperature within its 
glass cabinet would affect its accuracy. So 
fine a degree of adjustment is often needed 
to obtain information of the greatest practical 
importance. For example, an_ infinitesimal 
speck of vitamin D is the whole daily dose 
for a human being. It is a far cry from the test- 
tube to the micro-balance, but they form the 
alpha and omega of an armoury of 
instruments which enables. the 
British chemical industry to give the 
nation unfailing and expert service.

DRUGS & MEDICINES 


- THE earliest records of Piaitincy: go back to the 
days before T: utankhamun, who was laid away in 
regal splendour in the valley of the Kings. The oldest 
prescriptions are found in the writing of the priesthood 
of ancient Egypt. 


A prescription on one stone tablet directs the pre- 
paration of a fumigation or vapour for inhalation. 
It calls for a precious green stone, which was to be 
ground up and then burned producing smoke which 
was then to be inhaled. The green stones were re- 

garded as specifics for neurotic symptoms and several 
hae were available, differing in price according 
to the financial standing of the patient. Thus emerald 
was used for the plutocrat and green porcelain for the 
proletariat, which indicates, that the highly specialised 
calling of pharmacy, which: ‘may rise to the dignity of a 
noble profession could, even in those distant days, 
sink to the level of lowest commercialism. 


Modern Physicians and Pharmacologists have advanced 
far beyond the days of superstition and mysticism.

In these words H.E. Field- 
Marshal Lord Wavell, Viceroy of 
India, has paid tribute to India’s 
war effort and India’s fighting 
men, Himself a soldier and at 
one time C.-in-C. in India, he 
knows intimately the tremendous 
effort made by this country during 
six years of war—an effort which 
has again come into the foreground 
by the inspection of India’s 
Contingent to London’s great 
Victory Parade by Ilis Majesty 
the King-Emperor and Her 
Majesty the Queen, and the pro- 
motion to Field-Marshal of 
Sir Claude Auchinleck, C.-in-C.,, 
India Command. This last is not

How well India answered this call 
is now history: an Army of 
volunteers 2,500,000 strong— 
whose valour was rewarded by 31 
Victoria Crosses and over 4,000 
other awards—, a base to accom-

Your Sparlelers ! 


Real jewels remain bright in clean water, Imitation pieces lose 
their sparkle and look dim. 

Once a year at least give your jewels a spring-clean. Soak rings, 
clips and so on in warm water and ammonia. If very dirty rub a 
little soap on 4 soft brush, and gently brush the jewels. Dry tho- 
roughly in a soft towel and polish with chamois leather. 


When you have washed jewels set in claw settings, dry carefully 
with clean blotting-paper rolled into a point to reach all crevices. 
To wash silver, pour half a teaspoon of ammonia in warm soapy 
water, wash the silver quickly, using a small soft brush in t 
water if necessary, rinse in clear hot water, dry well, polish with 
chamois leather. 

A few drops of ammonia in water will clean mirror glass. 

If you contemplate buying large expensive stones, try to get them 
“ vetted’ by an expert in Europe before signing the final cheque. 
There are up-to-date methods of testing not only for false stones 
bur for those made of compressed stone dust. 

Have your pearls strung with a knot between each. If the thread 
breaks you only risk losing one precious pearl. If they are not 
real, knots between cach give an expensive illusion. 

A valuable brooch can be fitted with an effective invisible safety 
catch. Don’t pile on all your jewellery at once. Four rings 
between two hands is ample (including a wedding ring). If you 
wear a clip leave your brooch at home. One necklace, please, and 
never a watch as well as a bracelet on the same wrist. 

Insure your jewellery with a reputable firm. Even then, don’t 
invite theft by leaving valuables strewn over the dressing-table.

OST chutneys-are rather tiresome 
to make, but the following 
recipes ate particularly casy and 
will keep indefinitely.

14 lbs. dried peaches, 3 Jb. sultanas, 
+ Ib. ginger (crystallised), 2 Ibs. apples, 
2 lbs, sugar (Demerara for choice), 
# 02. cayenne, 2 oz. salt, 2 oz. gatlic, 
1} pints vinegar. 


Soak peaches overnight, covering with 
water; cut cach half into four pieces. 
Shred the ginger finely. Pea] the apples 
and chop the ginger, boiling both 
together in part of the vinegar until a 
pulp. Pass through a fine wire sieve to 
remove pips and so on, add sugar, salt, 
cayenne, and the balance of the vinegar. 
Bring to the boil, finally adding the fruit. 
As soat ag it comes to the bail again it 
is ready for bottling. 


A Novel Chutney 

1 Ib. stoneless plum jam; 1 1b. good 
make of piccalilli; 4 1b. plum sultanas. 
Cut the piccalilli into small pieces and 
mix with the jam, add sultanas, and if 
liked a few small pickled onions ; mix 
well, and put into dry jars. 

If a jam with stones is used, rub 
through a colander.

Sustaining

Swiss Oatmeal Soup 

AKE two turnips and two large 

onions, boil them together and 

mash the turnips when they are 
tender, Slice the onions, and return 
them and the mashed turnip to the 
water in which the vegetables have 
been cooked, with a yood pinch of salt. 
Add a little extra water, or two cupsful 
of meat stock or other vegetable juice if 
you have it. Bring to the boil again, and 
when boiling sprinkle in a good table- 
spoonful of oatmeal. Indian oatmeal is 
very good, and this fuod, being very rich 
in Vitamin By, is an important addition 
to the diet. 


Scotch Broth 

This soup should properly be madc 
with a whole boiled sheep’s head as the 
foundation, combined with barley and 
plenty of vegetables, and when it is 
served, no other course is necessary! 
Clean your anceps head carefully, and 
put it on to cook slowly for two bours 
covered with water, adding also a hand- 
ful of barley as this takes a long time to 
cook. When tender, remove the head 
from the pan and take the meat from the 
bones, chopping it up, but not too small. 
While the whole head is cooking, all the 
scum that rises to the top should be 
skimmed off. Put the chopped meat 
aside for the present and add to your 
stock and barley some diced potato, 
carrot, onion and French beans, also a 
pinch of salt. When the vegetables arc 
cooked add the meat, heat al} together 
thoroughly, and serve. 
Macaroni And Tomato 
Seup 

The combination of macaroni and 
tomato is always excellent, but if you 
can't get macaroni, try the soup with 
Indian vermicelli instead, and you wil] be 
delighted with the result.

About Films Of The Month . 
Brickbats And Bouquets 


By B. G. Ashford 


O mediocre are the films seen this 
month that few are worthy o! 
criticism, they descend from better- 

than-average to quite deplorable. Two 
have the same basic idea: “ Tomorrow 
is Forever” and ‘Forever in Love” 
are both built around the situation of a 
war cripple not wishing to burden his 
wife with his shattered body; both 
contain long and gruesome hospital 
scenes which are must distasteful and 
guite mpnecematy. as both these films are 

too long. Surely they would be im- 

roved by the omission of these harrow- 
ing sequences which are far better left to 
the imagination. Aride from these strik- 
ing similarities the films develop along 
different lines. 


Best Of A Poor Bunch 


Orson Welles heads the cast of 
“Tomorrow is Forever” and dominates 
the entire {ilm—giving a characteristic 

tformance which is most moving-~- 
claudette Colbert as his wife is also admir- 
able. Whata lovely actress she is | She 
has proved that she can acquit herself 


creditably in comedy and tragedy, but 
this kind of simple sentimental role is 
her meticr. Miss Colbert has retained 


her place among the forefront of stars 
for many years and still looks devastatin, 


| —her performance here is a triumph o 


restraint and puise. George Brent is 
adequate, but as usual a little wooden, as 
her second hushand—the film is quite 
absorbing and raises some intercsting 
points. The director has taken. the 
trouble to draw understandable characters 
who evoke our sympathy. 


Unnatural Dialogue 
“Forever in Love” has its accent on 
sentiment, also a convincing picture ; but 
the acting honours do not go to the stars 
—John Garfield, although very good as 
the blinded war heto, is outacted by hia 
jewish pal. Dane Clarke, whe should go 
far, and Rosemary de Camp stcals the 
feminine side of the picture from Eleanor 
Parker. The dialogue in this film is” 
short, sharp and to the puine and so 
maintains the intetest, unlike the dialogue 
in so many otherwise good British films. 
‘This is the principal fault of ‘I Live in 
Grosvenor Square” which has many 
good points, Its intentions are excellent: 
to foster good relations between England 
and America, but the silly, pointiéss, 
forced and unnatutal conversations 


between ‘ typical’ English and ‘ typical’ 


Americans are maddeningly obvious and 


puerile. There are so many authentic 
touches in this film that it ts a pity it is 
marred by overdtuwing. The Duke isa 


ludicrous caricature, although wouder- 
fully played by Robert Morley whose 
diction and acting ate a joy. The 
scenes of lish life are excclient, 

rticularly of the byelection. Rex 
_Harrison’s voice, however, is only 
auitable for light Noel Coward 
frivolities and wounds tecdy and inane 
when compared with Robert Morley’s 
modulated tones and Dean Jagger's 
virile American. Dean Jagger is not a 
professional actor but his performance 
puts the professionals in the shade. He 
is simply himself. Anna Neagle is 
competent as the Duke's daughter, 
but has some dreadful lines to 
put across—what is all that business 
when she is being demure in the hay with 
the American, about seeing Devonshire 
from Arizona? If it has a point I do 
not get it, The tilm is almost entirely 
nfined by an anticlimax: after coming to 
a logical and satisfying conclusion in the 
church, at the funeral service for the 
American airmen and when one is ptepar- 
ing to Jeave the cinema, a lor of endless 
Beenes and some nonsense about a 
bridge across the Atlantic drag it on for 
some mote dreary minutes, 


. Harrison Happier 
Rex Harrison is happier as Vivian in 

“*The Rake’s' Progress.” This is mbre 
his kind of part. Everybody over 30 
must-have known and liked half 2 dozen 
rogues just like him, The film is 
another better-than-average British pro- 
duction which, though it begins with 
some well done scenes of Hogerthian de~ 
bauchery, avuids being in the Jeast sordid, 
due to the director, Sydney Gilliat, who 
succeeds in cresting exactly the right 
atmosphere, using his cameta with skill, 
.and it is a great pleasure to sce the Derby, 
Wimbledon, and Icasant English © 
counttyside so wel i 
Palmer plays the little Viennese Jewess 
aympathctically and Griffith Jones is 
satisfactory as the Rake’s friend.

Red, orange, yellow, green, blue, indigo, violet; these 
are the colours of the rainbow which Newton flashed 
from the bevelled edge of a mirror when he made his 
famous researches on light. Since then, the study of 
colour jhas travelled a long road. It has become a 
methodical and precise branch of physics which the 
chemist is exploiting. It demands instruments of pre- 
cision, such as the absorptiometer illustrated above. 
This is employed to measure with exactitude the 
intensity of the colour of a solution. For example, 
it may be desired to follow ‘closely the rate at which 
a fabric is being dyed under given conditions. This 
can be done by withdrawing samples of the dyeing 
liquor at suitable intervals of time and measuring the 
intensity-of their colour. The absorptiometer ts admira- 
ble for the purpose. In the centre, a source of light 
throws out beams on either side. These pass through 
adjustable apertures and strike photo-electric cells. A 
sample. of the dye liquor is placed in front of one 
cell and the aperture in front of the other cell is 
adjusted tinti! the two cells give exactly equal readings. 

he sample is then removed and the readings of the 
two. cells are again brought to equality by adjusting 
the aperture on the first cell. The degree of adjust- 
ment that must be made on this aperture is a measure 
of the intensity. of the colour of the sample of dye liquar, 
and from this the rate of dyeing can be estimated. 
° Just as British chemists discovered 
synthetic dyes, so they are today 
taking the lead in developments in 
the physical measurement of colour.

Use as ordinary 
bottled squash. 


Easence Of Orange 


Boil 1 seer water with 1 seer sugar 
until it makes a nice syrup. Add juice 
of 2 dozen oranges, we// squeezed so that 
some of the taste of the rind is also 
extracted. Strain the fruit juice into 
the syrup, boil it up again for about half 
an hour, then bottle. This can also be 
made with limes, but the quantity of the 
fruit must be increased. 


Boston Cream 


Put 19 Ibe. sugar and 1 oz. citric acid 
into a jug and pour over them 1 quart 
of boiling water, Cover and stand it till 
nearly cold, Add whites of 2 eggs 
beaten stiff, 1 salt-apoon of bicarbonate 
of soda, and fasely 1 teaspoon of essence 
of lemon to flavour. Mix well and 
bottle for use. To prepare, put 1 table- 
tpoon of the mixture into a glass, fill 
with water, and stir in enough carbonate 
of soda to lic on a sixpence.

Keenness

T is more than a pity that pancakes 

are seldom served in any other form 

than a vety dull-louking foll of 
batter with only a squeeze of Hime juice 
over them, and worse still sprinkled with 
grated coconut with no saucc to relieve 
their dryness. It is not generally realised 
that pancakes can be served as a sweet 
ora savoury. They can be stufled with 
almost anything like cooked fish, 
mushrooms, minced meat, cream cheese, 
peas, jam, marmalade, garee of apples 
and so on. A good suitable sauce 
should be served with them. 

Don’t wait for Shrove ‘Tuesday; try 
the following recipe which is the barter 
for any sweet pancake and omit the 
sugar when your pancake is to be a 
savoury, Use a wooden spoon for 
stirring the batter. 

Required: Three eggs, § pound of 
flour, a pinch’ of salt, a little sugar, a 
glass of rum or brandy, a little warm 
water and a glass of cream. 

Method: Put four in a basin, make 
a hole in the middle of the flour, and 
add salt and sugar, and the three eggs, 
one at a time, with the rum or brandy

Make an unsweetened pancake, skin and 
bone a small sardine and roll the cooked 
ancake round the sardine. Melt some 
utter, squeeze some lemon juicc, add 
cayenne, pepper and salt, and pour over 
the pancakes which you have placed 
on a very hot dish. As a change, try 
using seasoned cream cheese instead of 
sardine. 


Tyrolese Pancakes 

™@ Make a sweet pancake, roll it and chop 
it into even pieces and put on a long 
flat dish. Shake over this some sultanas 
which have been cleaned, warmed and 
soaked in winc, dust with sugar, or 
crushed brittle toffee and serve with wine 
or lemon syrup.

My Shooting Autobiography 


By Major B. L. Herdon, M.B.E. 


No. 32. 


HE angry roar ofa tiger in his home 
jungles, when his toyal will is 
being thwarted, is one of the most 

magnificent and gwe-inspiring sounds in 
the world, 1t bears little relation to the 
petulant protestings of the unfortunates 
penned in ina zoo of a citcus, and one 
who hears it will never forget it as long 
as he lives, During our years at 
Singrampur we heard tigers roar on 
good many occasions, but one occasion 
in particular will live in my memory as 
long as memory Lasts. 

‘This particular tiger had killed one of 
our bedas which had been tied up in a 
semote part of the jungle called 
Singorgarh where there was a protected 
monument in the way of a most 
interesting old fort, in the crumbling 
towers of which more than one member 
of our shooting party spent an all-night 
vigil sitting up for tiger over 2 young 
male buffalo calf. Having caten its 
fill, the tiger had dragged the remains 
of the kill into some densc thickets 
and was \ying up for the day. Mullu 
reported that he had not moved and that 
we stood a good chance of bringing him 


to book. 


Splendid Defiance 

The beat was to start at the natrow 
end of a ravine where two fairly steep 
hills met and was to work down to us.

Fine And Far Off

HY use treble hooks at all? The 

very shape lends itself to crushing. 

T had one hook of a brand new 

treble, made for Mahseer by a fantous 
English maker, anapped off an eight- 
pound fish at Karwar. Had it not been 
the first time of using, 1 should have attri- 
buted the break to rust, which inevitably 
weakens treble books at their junction. 
While on the subject of treble hooks and 
rust, a common cause for this condition is 
the red tag, which often adoma the treble 


at the end of a spoon, and goes back still, 


damp into the box at the end of the day’s 
fishing. A tag madc of nylon or silk- 
worm gut dyed ted, dries immediately, 
if given a shake before putting away. 
The thin bits at the end of strands of gut 
as sold in a hank do admirably, and are 
otherwise uscless, except a6 Dafters to 
prevent the “‘ fisherman's knot ” cutting. 


Treble Hooks ; 


1 submit that treble houks, anyhow for 
spoons, are clumsy and unnecessary, and 
that they arc no greater fish holders than 
single ones, That their powers of catch- 
ing in clothing, fingers, or in the bottom 
of & river are great, no fisherman wil! 
deny. On the other hand, I have just 
read an account in a new book on trout 
fishing in which the author claims great 
success with flies mounted on a tiny 
“flying treble” instcad of on the orthodox

single hook. ‘' Short rising * trout foul 
hook themselves in the tail, which must 
astonish them, having made a practice 
of annoying the fisherman with impunity, 
hy ‘* kissing the Hy and running away.” . 


Strange Method 


A strange and unique exception to 
“fine and far off” is Wall Attu. 
Years ago I went, accompanied “by a 
shikari, to the backwater of a river, where 
these fish abounded in large sixes. The 
shikari removed my cast and small hook,’ 
and to the line attached an immense hook 
of his own, on which he impaled a num- 
ber of fresh water prawna. I viewed - 
thig unofthodox procedure with complete 
mistrust, but obediently dropped thia 
offering into the pool as instructed, on the 


principle of giving everything « trial, 
Then to my amazement and indignation, 
he jumped from the over-hangi bank 
into the pool beside the bait, and began 


to plunge sbout and beat the water with 
his Jafhi, Instantly, I was into 9 large 
Wallagu Attu, which was duly landed. 
There was then more plunging abont 
and heating of the water, and another 
fish was on. ‘This time my apparently 
powerful greenheart rod snapped at. the 
middle joint, a% grecnbeart in india 
sometimes does. Ihave never had an 
explanation of the rationale of th 
tru. It 
is not described in any book I have ever 
read. I have only met one other who 
knew of it, an old and widely experienced 
fisherman in Kashmir. He begat to tell 
me the secret, and was amazed that I 
knew it already. .1t may be that the fish 
are accustomed to gather round buffaloes 
as they wade and wallow in the water, 
and thereby stir up worms and prawns, 
Al? can vouch for is thet this method 
works, 


Tantalising Batt 


In an American ine I recently 
read a spinning method based on “ fine 
and far off.” It is said by the author to 
be the greatest “ fish-getter ’ he hae ever 
met. “No game fish thet swims,” he 
says, “can ceaiet having a smack ac it. 
Here it is as described for trout and bass 


in a dake, Having removed the hooks 
from a 5/8 floating plug, attach the line to 
it. To other end attach a fine gut 


trace (with, I suppose, swivels) slightly 
shorter than the Noth of the water. To 
the end of the rece is attached a 1/o 
Colorado spinner or « lure mounted with 
two single hooks. A grain of shot is 
pieced just above it. The cast must be

Equitation 
In India 


By “Laddie” 





OMPARED with other countries 

the opportunity for horse riding 

is better in India than elsewhere. 
Horses suitable for this country are 
comparatively easy to obtain and the 
upkeep is usually within the means 
of most people who are desirous of 
riding. Practically alt bungalows have 
stabling accommodation and contrary 
to general belief, the keeping of horses 
near living quarters is not the leasc 
detrimental to health, provided the 
elernentary principer: ol hygiene are 
applied. Half the pleasure of owning « 
horse is keeping him within easy reach, 
especially in India. How true is the 
saying “The master’s cye makes the 
horse grow fat!” 


Bad Start 

There are some good riders in India, 
many indifferent ones dnd a great 
many who are rank bad, The usual 
method of tearning to ride, other than 
learning from a friend who son 
all his bad habits, is to att a tiding 
school under a military inetructor. The 
Battery Sergeant Major type is usually 
a strong rider, but knows little of the 
theory of scientific aspect of equitation. 
His conception of such ghings as a 
“balanced ” seat is vague, if he has ever 
heard of it at all. Diagonals and 
flexions are considered too: technical for 
a mere civilian, who is expected to jog 
round the riding school, usually without 
stirrups, unti! he gets so fed up (and 
sore!) that he loses interest, or is trans- 
ferred from the station. Riding “‘ tats” 
in the hill stations is the only qualifi- 
cation of many horsemen. This 
form of horsemanship is to be deplored, 
as it is usually the horse and not the rider 
who determines direction and pace. 

Many self-taught riders finish up with 
constant practice by having a good strong 
seat and are able to stay with « horse 
actdss country. 
pleasant itis, however, for both horse aad 
rider, to have an understanding of the 
aida.” How often have we seen a 
rider who considered himeelf a compe- 
tent horseman, indicate to his mount 
that he wanted to go forward by raising 
his bridle hand to about the level of his 
chin and waving his right arm frantically 
up and down, until the required move- 
mont is obtained | Jt gays a lot for che 
understanding and adaptability of a 
horse.

‘All horses and ridera sre improved by 
being properly schooled and those. 
connected with horses know that they 
never cease to learn, but it is important 
that their education should be developed 
on the right lines. This is particularly 
important with children and it is 2 com- 
mon sight to sec a child on a pony, being 
jed by 2 syce and escorted by a bearer. 
The child does not even get a chance 
to lear to ride. Poople who are past 
the first flight of youth should not imagine 
that they are too old to icam. 
usually make ideal pupils and quickly 
pick up enough knowledge to give them 
a sympathy and understanding with 
their horse which mskes their riding a 
roal pleasure. 


In England 

In England,. lessans in equitation are 
obtainable either at a residengial riding 
school, or by the hour and the pupil 
can don it that he is mounted on a 
suitable horse and under the guidance 
of a fully qualified Instractor who knows 
his job. The Institute of the Horse, 
London, holds periodical cxaminations 
and successful candidates are awarded 
Instructor's Certificates, which entitle 
the holders to the use of letters F.1.H. 
The knowledge required and tested by 
written, oral and practical examinations, 
to obtain the I1LH., is anything 
but superficial and it is from this category 
that riding school instructors are usual} 
drawn. Children in England are well 
catered for by Pony Clubs in practically 
all districts. The young idea is started 
on the right lines, right from the 
beginning. Mock hunts, gymkhanas 
and team competitions help to keep the 
interest of the members at a high level 
and the local Hunts invatiably give every 
encouragement to the Pony Clubs. 


‘ Children Too 


To replace the facilities which are 
60 easy to obtain in England, it is sugges- 
ted that Riding Clubs could be formed in 
each district in India. If sufficient 
children were available, they could have 
their separate Pony Clab. If not, the 
children could join with their parents and 
have the benefit of riding school instruc- 
tion, perhaps twice a week. 

It is important that the best and most 
modern instructor available shotfd be 
obtained. There are usually one or two 

ple in cach district who have had the 
Penese of progressive training and would 

28 on the knowledge to others who are 

to improve their riding. 

Riding school instruction can he 
varied by having organised rides in the 
country, mounted picnics, paper-chases, 

Kkhanas and jusaping competitions.

organise a riding holiday in the hills and

made sideways on account of the length 
of the trace which in the case described 
waa nine feet.

‘The rest then refuse 
the baited houk though continuing ty 
take the ‘ground bait.” ‘They have 
inatantly connected the “ attached ” food 
with disaster, ‘That fish also remember 
things has been proved by a recently 
reported experiment. Fish wete fed on 
smal! dead fish some of which were dyed 
sed. They readily fed un the dycd and 
undyed ones. 

hen some of che dyed uncs were 
made unpalatable by quinine and red 
pepper. Having sampled these they 
subsequently rejected all the dyed fish. 

Finc tackle means light rods and reels, 
an advartaye at all times, but partic- 
ularly so in a hot climate. It also means, 
i submit, ‘tight lines" on more frequent 
occasions than with methods, which 
though they may have “stood the test 
of time,” are out-dated.

(Organizacion de Naciones Unidas). 


Famous Nurses 

Two famous British nurses—Florence 
Nightingale and Edith Cavell—have been 
honoured by Coste Rica. Their portraits 
appear on a recent Red Cross stamp. 

Another Red Cross issue comes from 
Finland. The four stamps show national 
occupations to workers in which, 
presumably, the Red Cross renders service 
trawling, butter-making, harvesting 
and Jogging. 

A French semi-postal to aid in the fight 
against cancer has a very topical interest in 
these days of news of atom bombs and 
uranium. It portrays Henri Becquerel 
(1852-1908), the French physicist, who 
discovered radio-activity in uranium.

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h spite of the confused records of these early days, it now seems clear that Chemistry spread to tha 
Middle East partly from Egypt and partly independently from China through India. At Baghdad 
science developed with great vigour. The progress of Chemistry owes a great deal to the Muslims 
in the early centuries of the Christian era. The cosmopolitan hospitality of the Caliphs permitted an 
interchange of experiences and ideas between travellers and pilgrims from afl parts of the vast Muslim 
zone of influence, which stretched from Spain to the borders of China. The interest, shown by the 
Caliphs in cultural subjects was, moreover, responsible for the survival of the acute philosophical 
speculations of the Greeks, which otherwise might have disappeared with the Greek Empire. This 
was fortunate, for they were carried westward where the social organisation did not divorce intellec- 
tual interests from practical experiments and the crafts. Thus, when the Aichemist’s search for the 
‘material rewards of gold and eternal life began to pall, and the study of Chemistry became a more 
intellecttial pursuit, there was available to the early European scientists the necessary combination 
of logical thought and careful experiment to give birth to modern Chemistry, the benefits of which, 
and we fear some disadvantages, we see around us today. —

2. Stable Management 


By 


ORSES in most parts of India 
H cannot be tured gut to grass 

as they would be in fingland, 
and therefore have to spend a large 
portion of their existence in a stable. 
Vt is up to horse-owners tu make the 
stables as comfortable as possible and 
to keep the horse contented. 


It is recommended that a loose-box, 
in preference to a stall, be provided and 
that it should be as large as space will 
permit: 16 feet by 16 feet is an ideal 
size for a loose-hox, but the minimum 
for a full-sized horse should be 12 fect 
by 10 feet. The extra space allows the 
horse to wander round and change his 
position, and also gives him complete 
freedom when lying down. ‘The stable 
should have a lofty roof and plenty of 
ventilation, but protected from” the 
direct rays of the sun, In a dry 
atmosphere a horse will be reasonably 
comfortable in the hottest weather 
if the stable has plenty of shade and 
there is a free current of air passing 
through. In humid climates such as 
Bengal, the damp-laden air prevents a 
horse from sweating freely and in 
extreme cases the horse gocs completely 
dry and requires to be moved to a drier 
atmosphere, before the Sycat glands will 
again function. The front of the loose- 
box should be open, so that the horse 
can see out and take an interest in the 
things that are going on outside. It will 
be found that a horse which becomes 
accustomed to secing strange or every- 
day sights from his stable will be less 
liable to shy, when he mects the same 
objects during his work. 


Bedding 

HW space permits, a small paddock 
may be erected in the compound for 
the horse to spend the nights during the 
hottest weather, as this takes him away 
from the heat radiated from the stable 
buildings. The choice of bedding may 
be Limited to local conditions and straw, 
sawdust, wood shavings, sand or spent 
tan may be used. ‘The bedding at night 
should be deep and clean and well 
bunked up at the sides of the box -to 
otect the horse from injury when 
lying down, ‘The bedding should be 
removed cach morning while the horse 
is at exercise and the soiled portions 
removed. The remainder may be spread 
in the sun and fresh bedding added when

it is replaced in the evening. If the 
stable has a cement floor it is advisable 
to leave a thin covering of bedding 
during the day. 

Watering is best left to the discretion 
of the horse and a bucket of clean water 
should always be within reach of the 
animal and he will drink when he feels 
inclined. Feeding is a problem which 
is again governed by local conditions, 
but the keynote should be little and 
often and regular. We should ty 
and make as much varicty as possible in 
the horse’s diet, but he expects to be fed 
at regular intervals and we should nor 
fail him. Oats are undoubtedly the 
best staple diet and with bran and 
linseed mashes, occasional carrots and 
lucerne, most horses will thrive. Gram 
and barley may be used to advantage, 
with the same variations. Oats and 
barley should be crushed and yram 
broken to get the most good from the 
feed, but they should all be served dry. 
The practice of soaking gram, or boiling 
oats and barley, except for old horses 
that are unable to masticate their food, 
does the horse more harm than good. 
The quantity of food to be given entirely 
depends on the height and type of animal 
and the nature of the work he is required 
to perform, No hard and fast rule can 
be laid down, but whatever the daily 
amount, it should be given at regular 
feeding times. The following time-tahle 
is suggested for a horse used for hacking 
and getting nine pounds of grain per 
day:

Dogs of every size and shape 
are there, from Toy Terriers to Great 
Danes. To give the owners a chance

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to redeem them, dogs are not put up 
for sale to the general public until a 
week after they arrive at the Home, 
They are then available at a nominal 
price which goes towards the upkeep of 
the establishment. I remember buying 
a Black Labrador dog and a young Red 
Irish Setter bitch, both beauties, for as 
many shillings as one would have paid 
pounds to a dealer, complete with 
pedigree. 


Dog Sharpers 

I wondered at the time, and !] have 
often wondered since, how many of 
these dogs are bought up by dog shar- 
pers for a few shillings, given a false 
pedigree and sold to some unsuspecting 
innocent for the same number of guineas |

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Teaching 
Your Children 
At Home 


By ‘‘ Nidraj’’ 


ELOW the age of five, few 

children need any real lessons. 

At the age of eight, most children 
are sent cither to a day-school, or a 
boarding-school, according to the 
inelination_and purse of their parents, 
Children of ages Veetween these, in India, 
always present a headache to their 
patents. How shall they be taught? 
Athome or sent to a schuol? Orthodox 
modem opinion is clear on the subject, 
and presents the firm answer that they 
should be sent to a day-school, To 
those who still think they would prefer 
to teach their children ot home, with the 
bese will in the world, we must echo 
Mr. Punch’s advice : “* Don’t !. DON’T 
try to teach your own child IF you can 
find a suitable school to which he, or 
she, can conveniently be sent. The most 
important advantages which a day-schoul 
can provide over the home are these: a 
complete change in scene and discipline, 
companionship of other children of the 
same age, and organised games, All 
these arc of the utmost value in the 
building up of the child’s character; 
if it is at all possible he should not be 
deprived of them. 


Amateur Teacher 


But, unfortunately, even in these days, 
satisfactory schools are not always 
readily available in India, and many 
patents ate forced, willy-nilly, into the 
tole of amateur teachers. joreover, it 
is on Mother, as cver, that the burden 
enerally falls, since Father is usually 
sy elsewhere | It is to these “ compul- 
sory amateurs”? that this article is 
mainly addressed, in the hope that they 
may profit by the experiences of one of 
their own kind. There are, it must be 
admitted, some distinct advantages in 
home teaching : the child receives very 
much more individual attention than any 
school can hope to give ; the method of 
teaching can be better adapted to suit 
the individual child’s needs; hours of 
lessons can be suited to the routine of 
the house, and there is a small saving 
on the financial side, The home-taught 
child will tend, as a result, to be further 
advanced mentally, but more reserved 
and shy than his school-going 
contemporaries. 

Opinions on teaching small children 
vaty between ‘Simple, my dear girl, 
there’s absolutely nothing in it!” and 
“Haven't the fogyiest notion even haw 
to begin! In truth, with an effort, 
anyone can do it, but it is NOT casy. 
It requires considerable initial thought 
and planning, a real attempt to under- 
stand the child’s difficulties, much

patience and sympathy, and a surprising 
amount of hard work. ‘here must he a 
syllabus to work on, and a programme 
into which the work must be fitted. 


Essentials First 


As a start, let us assume that the child 
knows his alphabet but can neither tread 
nor write ; can count, but cannot add or 
subtract, or say any multiplication tables. 
At the age of cight or thercabouts, the 
child will be going to a school, and will 
be expected, as a minimum, to be able to 
read fluently, write simple language casily 
and legibly, and to be completely familiar 
with the simple rules of arithmetic. ‘This 
then is our minimum syllabus. We do 
not want to try and cram too much inte 
the child’s head at once, and, of course, 
the simpler the syllabus the easier it is 
for the teacher! We will, therefore, 
at the start concentrate on these essentials; 
if complete mastery of them is achieved 
with time in hand, the introduction of 
other subjects such as grammar, 
Beography or history can be considered 
later on, A teacher, much wiser than 
i, hassaid: ‘‘ ‘The difficulties of teaching 
are not duc to some special and ingenious 
perversity of mind in the pupil, as teachers 
In exasperation af€ sometimes tempted 
to believe, but are natural and inevitable 
difficulties. with which a sound educa- 
tional method ought to be able to deal 
as a matter of course.” ‘the emphasis 
is on the ‘‘seund cducational method.” 
We have to remember that the child’s 
brain has as yet no experience of complex 
problems, and that therefore we must 
make each stage of learning as simple as

In the 17th century a poisoning scare was the cause 
of greater attention being paid to toxicology. Treat- 
ment had for the most part been based upon super- 
stitions in which theriac and related preparations 
played an important part. In this connection the 
unicorn’s horn must not be forgotten. The unicorn 
is a fabulous, one horned animal, popularised in 
recent years by Lewis Carroll of “Alice in Wonder- 
land” fame, for its celebrated battle with the Lion. 
Horns alleged to be those of unicorns were bought 
at enormous prices, as it was believed that a drink- 
-ing cup made from such a horn could render innocu- 
ous any poisonous liquid allowed to remain therein. 


As Royalty in those days lived in constant dread of 
poison, the demand for unicorn horns as drinking 
cups, far exceeded the supply. 
Modern Physicians and Pharmacologists have advanced 
far beyond the days of superstition and mysticism.

year old book on sorcery, medicine 2s mixed with magic. The Charaka and Susruta, famous books on 
medicine and surgery, written perhaps 2500 years ago, deserbe many chemical experments with 
plants and minerals. 

Nagaxuna, a great Buddhist philosopher and metallurgist, and Patanyalt, a famous metallurgist both 
living perhaps 1700 years ago, made great progress in practical chemistry They were followed by 
men who mede India notable for the fast dyeing of textiles, the extraction of indigo and a process 
for tempering steel which was adopted by the makers of the famous Damascus swords. 

Indians were also developing scientific thought and logic From an ancient belief in the five elements, 
or Bhutas viz. solidity (Hshrt:) ; liquidity (Ap); heat and light (Tejas), airmess (Marut), the Aether 
{Byom), Indian scientific thought evolved the abstract universe (Prakriti) with the three Realities 
(Gusas} viz. Sattva, spirit of intelligence, Rays, energy; and Tamas, mass (inertia or resistance to 
Settva and Aayas) From these conceptions grew an Indian atomic theory. 

Unfortunately the reorganisation of caste following the decline of Buddhism, and the consequent 
social changes, drew intellectus! men away from the practice of chemistry Scientific development 
» was checked and it remained no more than @ craft for many centuries

Done 


Bombay, October 23, 1946 


“PTIHERE the three of them 
worked happily and steadily 
together until the job was 

done, and well done—the Muslim, 
the Anglo-Indian and the Hindu— 
and afterwards they rejoined the 
rest of the crowd which included a 
European, a Dutchman, a Sikh, a 
Bengalee and men of different 
castes and religions from Western 
India. They Tived together, ate 
together and played together. 
There was a job to be done and they 
were all specialists. That common 
interest proved far stronger than 
any consideration of religion or 
race, It seems to me that so long 
as men have a job to do together 
they will be drawn closer to each 
other and the chances of friction 
between them are reduced.” 

The speaker was an engineer and 
not the type from whom one 
expected serious conversation of 
such a nature in a Club chair over 
adrink. There was much more of 
the same talk, vital in these dis- 
turbed days, and I and others who 
heard him express his thoughts 
took much comfort in the fact 
that men of his kind could sec 
through the murky haze of present- 
day unrest and take a Jead towards 
what is undoubtedly the answer 
to so many of our ptayers for this 
country. 

Apply his philosophy, if you can 
call it such, to the preat men of 
India today—to Pandit Jawaharlal 
Nehru, to Mr. Jinnah and other 
great leaders at the top of political 
life who are to have such a 
strong influence on the lives of 
all of us from now onwards. 
They are closer together than they 
have evet been before and only

No. 34. Horned Game 
At Singrampur 





URING those happy five years 
that Singrampur, that splendid 
shooting block 33 miles out from 

Jubbulpore on the Saugor road, was our 
jungle home, it was 9 sanctuary for 
homed game. As we were after tiger 
this suited us very well indecd: horned 
game, particularly the lordly sambur, 
were there in abundance and, as a natural 
sequence, tiger were seldom absent from 
the block. Occasionally, of course, the 
restrictions imposed on the shooting of 
horned game were decidedly irksome, and 
the temptation to take shot at a really 
good stag fairly near the fireline dividing 
the block from malguzari land and to 
drag it over the line before the forest 
guard could ative on the scene was 
sometimes rather strong! However, we 
restrained our natural—if illegal !— 
impulses nobly and, during the whole of 
our tenancy of the block, we never shot 
a single stag in ite precincts. 


Noble Restraint 

The temptation to do so, av I have 
already confessed, was sometimes almost 
overpowering | 1 remember on onc 
occasion—the day thet we were out to 
shoot peafowl for General Sir Charles 
Harrington's guest-night in our mess— 
I was in a very comfortable machan at the 
jungle end of the long low hill that ran 

hind the dak bungalow, Not long 
after the beat started a big sambur stag 
with a sitigle enormous horn, the other 
had probably been lost in a jungle duel, 
came and stood slap under my machan. 
1 would not have shot him in any case, 
but 1 drew a bead on him for several 
seconds before he moved off without 
having sensed my presence. He was 
followed within a few minutes by a 
small herd of sambur, two stags, several 
hinds and their half-grown offspring, and 
the whole party halted within a few yards 
of my machan, Both these stags had 
excellent horns, onc having a particularly 
fine head, and a8 my sights aligned them- 
eclves on his unsuspecting side--1 could 
have shot him through the heart without 
the slightest doubt at all—-the temptation 
to press the trigger was never stronger, 
particularly as the fireline was only a few 
yards away! However, I managed to 
withstand the temptation and in a few 
minutes, to my mingled rclief and disgust, 
the whole party moved on and were soon 
Jost in the jungle. 


A Fine Trophy 
‘The finest sambur stag shot during the 
ears that we were at Singramput was 
be by Peckham. Jimmy, on one 
of his mad days, had dragged us all 
across the road to the hills that lay on the 
other sidc. He said with one of hia 
mischievous grins that we were after 
tiger, but as we had had no kill and no 
Baobber of tiger where he proposed taking 
us, we did not think it waa at all likely 
that we would see one. Nor were we 
mistaken. Most of us saw no game what- 
soever throughout the day which was 
only relieved by Peckham shooting the 
splendid sambur stag already referred to. 
We had just climbed over the crest of the 
hill, and the rest of our party were a bit 
in advance of Peckham, when this 
sambur, a lone stag with magnificent 
horns, crossed the of ground in front 
of Peckham, travelling fast. Peckham 
made no tistake and brought him 
crashing to the xrvund with a single 
shoe from his Winchester. A fine shot 
and a fine trophy, the head of which, 
when mounted, practically filled the 
whole of one wall of his bungalow. It 
was the sort of trophy that would not at 
all look out of place in a baronial hall! 


Missed Opportunity 


My own attempts to shoot a sambur 
stag with a peat head were not very

successful. Such desirable trophies 
appeared~-on the hoof—when | had 
no right to shoot them. On occasion 1 
lay in wait before dawn on the edge of 
the jungle for the sambur to return from 
their night spent in the zemindars’ ficlds. 
It was an exciting business waiting for the 
big beasts to go through just as dawn 
was breaking. 1 managed to bag a fine 
big stag on one occasion in this manner 
but the horns were poor. Another time 
1 missed a really good beast with very 
massive horns through disregarding the 
shikari’s advice on where to lie in wait. 
{ decided to stop at the same spot that I 
had shot the stag sume weeks before, the 
shikari insisting that the animal we were 
after would break much further up. 1 
was foolishly obstinate on this occasion 


and had the mortification of secing a 
splendid stag emerge from the jungle at a 
trot at the exact spot which the shikari 
had indicated. 2ad 1 taken his advice, 
T would have had 2 sitter at the big beast; 
as it was I had to take a hurried shot 
at over 200 yards. At the report the 
stag flung his head back and, breaking 
int a gallop, disappeared into the jungle, 
The shikari said 1 had hit him and sure 
enough when we got to the spot we found 
blood. It must have becn just a graze 
however and very high up: = blood was 
found on bushes at the level of his back— 
and it did not impede his progress. We 
followed for some distance but the blood 
trail ran out. 1] imagine the wound could 
not have caused him more than a few 
days’ discomfort,

Riding For Children 
By “‘Laddie’’ 


T has often been stated that few 

riders who have not young 

ever ride well. In point of fact 
and in the light of experience, this 
statement is not strictly true. The 
fallacy lies in the supposition that 
people who have ridden all their lives 
must necessarily ride better than those 
who begin to ride after they have parsed 
out of their childhood. The supposition 
may be cortect if the instruction ‘through. 
out has been sound, but obviously if 
the teaching has been faulty, the result 
will not be good no matter how long 
it has been going on. Unfortunately, 
a good deal of the instruction given to 
young children is faulty. One often 
sees small children out with syces and 
bearers, sitting all wrong and commit- 
ting almost cvery kind of mistake, 
unchecked. ‘Their so-called first lessons 
breed a crop of errors they may never 
prow out of, Yet, their parents fondly 
believe that the children are learning 
to ride, 

The age when a child may be started 
with riding lessons depends largely on 
the individual, Any time after the 
fifth birthday is suitable, provided that 
the child shows an inclination to ride, 
as riding lessons should never be impased 
asa task, Every effort should be made 
to prevent any kind of fright which 
would imbue them with a dread of 
horse flesh and an ingrained distaste 
for riding. 


Kquipment 

The selection of a suitable pony for 
a child is most important. There are 
plenty of country ponies in India which 
are, os can be trained to be trustworthy, 
tractable and surefooted. They have a 
good mouth too. Country ponies are 
usually narrow, which enables the rider 
to sit comfortably and without any 
strain. 1n selecting a saddle care should 
be taken that it fita both the pony and 
the rider. Avoid saddles with heavily 
stuffed panels as the child should fit as 
close as possible to the pony. Particular 
attention should be paid to the stirrup 
irons. They should fit properly, being 
neither tov narrow 8o a8 to cause the 
feet to be jammed, nor too roomy in 
which case the stirrup irons might slip 
right over the child’s heels. The best 
bridle for a child is undoubtedly a plain 
snaffle with a single rein. All the 
leather work should be kept soft and 
pliable with saddle soap and no part 
should be polished. Soft and comfort- 
able saddles facilitate grip, which should 
be encouraged from the initial stage. 
A neck strap should be provided as it 
prevents a child from hanging on by 
the reins and the fact of its being there 
helps to inspire confidence. 


Over-caution The Rule 
Riding lessons should be given by a 
competent instructor, who should take 
the child alone, preferably in an enclosed 
school. Over-caution is the rule for 
teaching children and the element of 
any possible chance of fright should be 
eliminated to a degree. The fint 
lessons shoukl be given on 2 leading 
rein, the instructor Reading the y on 
foot. Throughout this lesson ae child 
should be taught to ait evenly in the 
saddle with the inside ot a Eis ‘chy 
upper portion o} ves 
pressing against the saddie. The feet 
should rest naturally in the stirrup 
irons, with the heels down. The reins 
should be held in both hands and the 
body, from the hips, inclined to the 
front. The hande should be held low, 
with the wrists rounded. Every tend- 
ency to a faulty method or position 
should be instantly checked, for bad 
habits when formed ere difficult to

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Big Game 

Shooting 

In Mysore 
By Afzal Hyat 


‘T seems not so long ago that 1 
was sitting in the lounge of a hotel 

in Bengelore exchanging shikar 
yarns with Mr, Van Ingen, one of the 
Van Ingen brothers of shikar and 
taxidermy fame of Mysore Seste. His 
experiences and descriptions of shooting 
and fishing available in Mysore State 
made Mysore, which borders on the 
Nilgiris, seem like a veritable paradise 
for hunting and fishing. 

Towards the end of my first visit 
to Bangalore, 1 decided to make a shiker 
trip to the famous Shimoga District. 
Capt. “R.” of Bangalore, being well- 
versed with the shooting area, accom- 
panicd me and acted as a companion 
and guide, We had a gloriously 
exciting week of hunting and shooting 
in the midst of very beautiful country 
and lovely climate. 

I was armed with a heavy double- 
barrelled .450/400  cordite Express 
Rifle, a .22 high power S. B. Magazine 
Rifle and a .ta-bore shot-gun. Capt. 
“R.” brought along his .30 Spring- 
field Rifle just in case of emergencies, 

We camped by the bank of a big 
tank about the size of a lake, and 
completely surrounded by scrubby 
tiger jungle, The tank itself held 
crocodile, fish of several kinds and 
duck of numerous varieties. 


Good Bag 

For local shikari we had the services 
of an old retired forest guard whose 
name was Babarna. Having lived all 
his life in that locality, he knew every 
bit of the forest. Despite his 60 years 
he displayed marvellous energy and 
posseascd a hawk’s eye for spotting 
game. 

During our week's stay 1 was able 
to bag every sporting animal permissible 
under the State Forest Rules. 

1 shot one bison, one tiger, one 
sambur, three sloth bears and a panther. 
A couple of spotted deer, one barking 
deer, peafowl and jungle-fowl helped 
fill the pot for the duration. 

One particular incident on the last 
day of our shoot should be mentioned 
in detail. It occurred during the tiger 
beat and brought home to me, very 
forcibly, the truth of the famous saying 
that “a tiger is not dead till it has been 
skinned |” 

This particular tiger, which was a 
confirmed cattle-lifter, having played 
havoc and accounted for over a dozen

cattle in the surrounding villages, obliged 
me on the sixth day of my week’s stay 
by killing one of the three fat young 
Aatras tied out as bait. beat was 
arranged and a solitary machan about 
12 feet high was tied up at a spot where 
the jungle narrowed down to just about 
qo yatds, forming an almost perfect 
bottle-neck with practically bare open 
country on cither side of it. The 
small tree supporting the machan was 
the only suitable one in that vicinity. 


Narrow Escape 

At 11.15 a.m. the beat started and at 
11,30, t§ minutes later, 1 heard a bi 
animal walk straight into a thick clump of 
bushes about 15 yards in front and a little 
to the right of my machan. It was barcly 
audible and completely invisible. The 
Next 15 minutes, while the tiger stood 
there, presumably having a good look 
round in every direction, seemed like 
an hour! Eventually, he emerged from 
the bushes and descended into a small 
tavine immediately in front and running 
below and beyond my mechan. 

The shot offered to me was a tricky 
one, both on account of the angle (the 
top of the tiger’s neck and back being 
exposed) and the very short time, a 
few fleeting seconds, in which to shoot. 
I aligned the sights of my rifle on to 
his neck and fired. The tiger rolled 
over instantancously without a sound 
and, thereafter, but for his two hind 
lege the rest of his body was completely 
hidden behind some thick bushes. I 
kept him covered with my rifle and when, 
after a lapse of about five minutes, he 
started kicking his hind legs as if about 
to get up, I aimed at where } imagined 
the fore part of his body to be and fired 
two more shots from my .450/400 
rifle, using soft nose bullets. It 
transpired later that one of these shots 
entered his stomach and the other the 
hard ground on which he lay. The 
first bullet had pierced the middle of 
his neck from almost an angle of 90 
degrees. 

After the second and third shots, 
the tiger lay perfectly motionless in 


” its original position for over 20 minutes 


by which time the beaters caught oP 
with us, having traversed about half 
a mile of the scrubby jungle area. 

The first batch of about 13 beaters, 
on seeing the tiger lying apparently 
dead, started scteaming and shouting 
and, despite my waming to stay back, 
tushed up to within 10 yards of the tiger, 
but were fortunately still up on the 
bank of the smal! nullah, when suddenly 
the tiger got up with 2 terrific roar and 
tent the petrified beaters running helter- 
tkelter in all directions. The tiger 
must have been either knocked out 
temporarily or else feigning to be dead. 

I fired again at the tiger while it was 
tunning away and this time it was 
finally killed. 
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Luck, And A 
Big Tiger 
By T. S. Adcock 


N the winter of 1943 I was stationed 

at Itarsi in the Hoshangabad 

District of the Central Provinces. 
Six miles from my bungalow the densely- 
wooded Mahadeo Hills, rising abruptly, 
stretched in irregular outline as far as 
the eye could sce. Along the base of 
the hills the gently-sloping land was 
furrowed by numerous small nullahs 
and overgtown with dense scrub jungle— 
the home of panther, pig and wild 
fowl. At intervals of every three or 
four miles, on the outer fringe of this 
belt of jungle, small villages inhabited 
mostly by Gonds and Korkus—the local 
aboriginces—Iay scattered. 

‘Theirs indeed is a simple, if precarious, 
existence—as precarious almost as that 
of the wild animals they come across 
in the course of their daily wanderings 
through the jungle domain shared by 
both. By day the aborigines move 
about fearlessly while the wild animals 
keep a more of less secluded retreat. 
As the shades of night begin to fall 
the position is reversed and the jungle 
belongs to its real inhabitants. The 
holder of the carnivors, the panther, 
sometimes returns the compliment by 
prowling through the village at dead 
of night in the hope of lifting a tender 
young calf or goat. In the morning 
the story of the nocturnal tragedy is 
plainly visible on the dusty ground, in 
marks produced by the struggle, kill 
and drag. Felis Tigris would, 1 am 
sure, love to emulate his bolder cousin— 
whom, by the way, he hates—and thereby 
Procure an easy meal; but this “ largest 
of the cats” is, normally, a ahy animal. 
It is only when hunger goads him to the 
pitch that he will enter the outskirts 
of a village to kill a domestic 


animal. 

Some of the Gonds and Korkus, 
with a little careful training, make 
excellent shikaris. Puran, who lived 
in Kubrakheri village, about four 
miles from my bungalow, was such 
a one. Ev Thursday after he had 
attended the Jocal bazaar at Itarsi—the 
most important weekly event in the 
lives of the inhabitants of outlying 
hamlets who come to barter theit vil nee 
roduce for such necessities a8 It, 
Te roasne oi!, soap and so on—Puran 
invariably paid me a visit, when we 
discussed the latest Abebbar and laid 
plans for future shiker expeditions. 

Puran arrived one evening and a 
glance at his unusually animated 
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expression wamed me that something 
out of the ordinary was afoot. “Can 
kd kill « big tiger? he asked. In 
eeping with his mood I replied, ‘* Yes, 
if you tic it up to a tree for me to shoot.” 
This being a long-standing joke between 
us, we relaxed with satisfied grins. The 
tobacco pouch was produced in the 
customary manner and Puran proceeded 
to fill his chifew and give me his news 
at the same time. 


The News 


Four days previously a male 
tiger had entered the area of jungle 
adjacent to Kubrakheri village and his 
pug-marks were visible every mornin 
where two cart tracks intersected, 
close to a aalt-lick. About a mile 
away, in the bank of a nullah, was a 
decp cave which had been formed some 
eara ago when the soft, whitish clay 
ad been scooped out, Puran was 
certain that the tiger was using this 
cave as its lair, since the pug-marks 
led to and from the nullah. The 
conference ended with a resolution to 
tie up a bait at the cross-roada and 
wait for a kill. Accordingly, I made 
over to Puran a fat buffalo calf and 
instructed him to seport immediately 
a kill was made. 

For the next three days no news was 
received. I assumed that the tiger had 
moved off to the seclusion of the upper 
hill forests where man acldom penetrated, 
and where sambur and water were plenti- 
ful forhis meat and drink, ‘This is where 
1 committed a great mistake which, 
but for sheer luck and a certain amount 
of pig-headedness or determination—call 
it what you will—, would probably have 
lost me a fine trophy, to say nothing of 
Puran’s goodwill and esteem. 

A party of friends had made arrange- 
ments to beat for jungle fowl in the 
morning at a spot about seven miles 
south of Itarsi and four miles south- 
west of Kubrakheri village. Against 
my better judgment 1 allowed them 
to persuade me to join the party. We 
set out at seven am, Two hours after 
my departure Puran arrived at my 
bungalow, bursting with news of the 
tiger kill, and was terribly upset over 
my absence. By afternoon the worry 
and confusion at home reached fever 
pitch and = frantic messages = were

Formal Hospitality In 
India

FEW years age 1 was invited 
to a formal Parsi dinner after a 
wedding. In these days, when 
the eld customs are growing rarer and 


farer, it was a great privilege. : 
We sat down to dinner at seven in 
the evening. Each of us had an 


enormous plantain leaf as a plate, and

the menu was something like this: First, a 
sweet dish of vermicelli fried and favoured 
with rose-water and served with curds, 
tasting of vanilla —this was for good luck. 
Then ali the dishes were passed round 
at once so that one’s leaf groaned under 
the weight of the food—tish fried with 
Spices and cut into slices, large discs of 
mutton cooked with vegetables and 
potato wafers, spiced chicken fried in 
ghee, bananas fried and sliced, thin, 
medium-sized chapattis, dhan-shak which 
consists of dal and mutton, and balls 
of meat known as Aabab. All washed 
down with a whisky and soda or some 
wine. 


After we had caten, a basin of hot 
water, a towel and soap were brought 
round for washing one’s fingers, which 
had served as knife, fork and spoon. 
Finally, we were given delicious ice- 
cecam. All the Parsi men present wore 
either their big headdress or their attrac- 
tive little hats, and all were dressed in 
white. The ladies were in flowing, 
gtaceful silk or georgette saris in every 
colour, ‘There was no smoking, but 
the meal would have made up for any 
privations.

To make certain that a ieee bottle is perfectly air-tight, boil 
the cork and fit it into place while still hot. As it cools, the cork 
expands. 

To extract a wine cork see that the corkscrew winds vertically 
down the centre, or the cork may break. 

“Turn a freshly-drawn cork upside-down to reinsert. This avoids 
crumbs of cork falling into the bottle, also the originally inserted 
end swells on extraction so that replacement is dlifcult. 

Stop up mouse holes with putty well seasoned with camphor. 
Or with broken glass, 2 
Ceteals, oatmeal and so on will not remain wholesome in paper 
containers only, even covered with waxed paper. They must be 
put into glass jars and properly stoppered. In any case, they 
are poor things to hoard. 

Lidded tins, Dpah less satisfactory than bottles, will do for 
storing, 

Essence bottles must be tightly corked after use, or the contents 
will lose their flavour. 

When @ nail works loose and falls out, taking a shower of plaster 
with it, saturate a wisp of cotton-wool in glue, wrap it round the 
nail, ease it back into the hole, pressing it home hard. Wipe 
away excess glue. 

Stick adhesive tape over cosmetic bottles and jar stoppers when 
travelling. 

A stubborn glass or sctew top may consent to open after being 
held under hot running water, or if a drop or two of oil is allowed 
to seep between stopper and bottle. 





Colour In 


Your Food

AVE you ever thought how much 

the cye has to do with your 

appetite? lt ie a truism, of 
course, that no onc cates to eat food that 
is badly served up, but food may be 
carefully served and yet lack the touch 
of colour that entices one to notice 
it and to enjoy eating it. 

This is especially su in the hot weather, 
and when the rains are making you 
languid and jaded. 

Try ted and green for your dishes. 
A touch of bright green capsicum 
topping an omelette makes a nice splash 
of colour and adds varicty to its taste, 
without making it too hot for the palate. 

A spoonful of red currant jelly at the 
side of a helping of roast mutton makes 
the plate look cheerful, besides being 
just the correct thing to cat with it. Ah, 
but this particular jelly is hard to get—~ 
and it is terribly expensive, too, when 
at last you run it to carth in some grocer’s 
shop. Don’t worry! Guava jelly, thac 
ubiquitous swectmeat made all over 


India, i¢ almost as nice to cat with 
mutton, and the chances are that no one 
at your table will guess that it is nut red 
currant that is being scrved ! 

The glorious red of tomatoes, usually 
seen only at the lunch table, can very 
well do duty on other occasions. They 
make a nice fresh pickle which can be an 
accompaniment to your main dinner dish 
too. Choose those of firm ficsh and 
good colour, Place them in boiling 
water for a few minutes and then you can 
remove the skins quite casily. Chop 
up fine with minced onions—if you can 
stand onions, and arc not going out 
later in the evening—and throw in a few 
bits of green capsicum. Add aalt, a 
teaspoontul of sugar and a little vinegar, 
and you will have a relish that will tempt 
your appetite. 

Beetroot is another colourful vegetable 
which deserves a better place than it 
usually gets on our menus. Everyone 
uses it as a salad; 1 have occasionally 
come across it served as a vegetable, 
but it is really delicious if cut into small 
squares, mixed with a little vinegar, salt 
and sugar, and then re-heated until 
the ingredients are absorbed. It is 
particularly nice served in this manner 
with roast beef, and is a pleasant change 
from—or addition to-the usual green 
boiled vegetables.

trays are perhaps morc typical, and had 
a meal in which hot spices were much 
more ptominent. We began with 
mutton and spices fried in ghee, then 
a similar dish of chicken followed by 
a sweet mutton pi/aw and cutds with a 
chumey of onions and chillies. Finally, 
there was a pudding called shearkhurma 
(literally milk and dates) made from 
vermicelli, dates, dricd fruits and nuts, 
the whole cooked in coconut milk. 
There were two kinds of ehapattis, the 
small thick ones and the very large ones 
rolled out to blotting;paper thinness. 

In conversation, I” remember we 
discussed the difference between a 
Muslim’s meal and the feast that a 
Brahmin or Non-Bmhmin Hindu would 
offer on a ceremonial occasion, 1 was 
told that the Brahmin will eat out of a 
plantain leaf or perhaps a silver tray, 
with a plain silver goblec for water. 
‘The Muslim,would probably begin his 
meal two hours later than the Hindu, at 
10 instead of at eight. A characteristic 
of the Brahmin’s meal is that it is boiled 
and sweet; rice, dal, five or, six sorts 
of vexctables, sweets made of flour or 
tice and sugar, and ending with rice and 


cards. He sits almost on the floor, 
on little benches some three inches off 
the ground, and will be bareheaded and 
“probably stripped to the waist. The 
Non-Brahmin prefers his food spiced 
as well as sweet arid may have 15 courses 
from which the guest chooses what he 
tikes. Brabmin and Non-Brahmin alike 
will wash their hands in running water 
after their meal, and Hindu and Muslim 
will offer pan-separi, betel-tvut and leaf, 
to_round .off the feasc. 

1 wish I had been invited to muse 
traditional meals for, apart from every- 
thing else, one learns so many ways of 
cooking vegetables and other ingredients 
which are as delightful to the European 
as they are unusual. 

But 1 always feel 1 should like to be 
able to invite my Indian friends to have 
a meal with me in England—wher the 
days of rationing and points arc over. 
1 would give them some of the things 
1 have never had in India -Scotch 
salmon, roast beef and real Yorkshire 
pudding, English strawberries and cream, 
oysters with stout and brown bread 
and butter, a chop from an old city 
restaurant, muffins and lots of fresh

Kquitation 
In India 
Saddlery 


By ‘*Laddie” 


BLL-EITTING clothes and hoats 
\/ add comfort to the wearer and 

make him more capable of per- 
forming his work. As this is true of 
humans, the same can be applied to a 
horse and the equipment he weurs. 
Your saddlery may be old, but there is 
no reason why it should not be kept 
clean, in a good state of repair and to fir 
well. 

Tiach horse should have his individual 
cquipment, entirely reserved for his own 
use. This obviates the necessity of 
changing the position af the huckles 
each time the saddlery is worn and also 
prevents the spread of any skin disease 
which may break out in the stable. 

When the syce takes the horse for his 
evening walk a clean, well-titting stable 
head collar, with a rope attached to the 
hack square, will be found sufficient. 
‘This method helps to preserve the horse’s 
mouth, as we often sce the jab which a 
syce, usually unwittingly, Rives to a 
horse on the slightest provocation. ‘The 
fitting of the head collar is similar to the 
fitting of the bridle and nose-band and 
shoul! be as follows: ‘he head-piece 
(the part which passes over the horse's 
head) should be behind and parallel to 
the projecting check-bones. “The tup of 
the nose-band should be the width of 
two fingers below the end of the pro- 
jecting check-bone_ and should allow 
the width of three fingers to be inserted 
between the nose-band and the jaw. ‘The 
brow-band should be of sufficient length 
to hold the head-picee in position, The 
throat-lash should allow the width of 
three fingers to be inserted at the corner 
of the jaw-hone. Care should be taken 
that the mouthpiece of the bit is wide 
enough to fit comfortably in the horse’s 
mouth, ‘The height of the bit should be 
regulated so that it lies against the corners 
of the mouth without causing wrinkles. 
‘The curb chain should lie flat and smooth 
in the chin groove and come into action 
when the checks of the bit ate brought 
to an angle of abour 4s degrees. It is a 
good idea to shorten the curb chain to 
the correct fitting, by chopping off the 
surplus links. This should be done 
equally from either end, su as to leave 
the drop link for the chin strap in the 
centre, ‘The chin strap is merely to 

revent the bit from tuming over in the 
orse’s mouth, should he throw his 
head. 

A word here on bits may not be out of 
place, as everyone has his pet theory on 
the best bit to usc, The saying that

spted fact. You will find that most 

go well in a snafHe and, in fact, 
the milder the action of the bit, the more 
confident and tractable the horse becomes. 











Apart from horses which have been 
raced, a horse which pulls against the bit 
does so fora reason. It is usually that 
the bic hurts the bars of his mouth, or 
his flexions have not been properly 
developed when he was being trained. 
‘Vhese faults can be eradicated. Faulty 
conformation, such as a short, thick 
neck, is sometimes to blame and except 
for developing the flexions, little can be 
done in this direction.

HERD: is a great deat of decorative 

value in the use of antique taps 

as wall decoration. Well framed, 
they give a mellow dignity to a deep 
ivery of parchment-yellum hackground 
of wall treatment.

But I 
Can’t Cook 


By John’s Wife 


OHN and 1! planned to live in 
J a London flat during the weck, 

spending weck-ends in the country 
where we are registered for food. So 
in that flat we have no cooking rations, 
which means, broadly, no meat, fats, 
sweetening, or milk. Hating in restau- 
rants is terribly expensive. I didn’t know 
what we should do. 

It isn’t a8 difficult as it sounds. It 
wouldn’t do permanently, of course, 
nor at all for children, but it has worked 
well enough for several months. This 
is how we manage. 

We don’t always eat in the flat, but 
pretty often. Breakfast every day, lunch 
usually out, dinner often in, 

My cooking equipment consists of a 
pan to fit under the grill, and a ketele. 
Nothing, elaborate, you notice [ 

Breakfast is easy. Coffee with taste- 
less powdered milk, and, if you take 
sugar, use cither bottled sweetened coffee 
or saccharine, Toast made under the 
grill or rolls or French bread (all .casy 
to get) and unrationed sweet chocolate 
apread or peanut butter. 


Cooked Food 

For a mote substantial meal there 
are, to begin with, any amount of ready- 
cooked foods to be bought in the shops, 
foods that require no tation book, nor 
points, nor anything save cash! At many 
shops you cag buy bags of prepared 
water potatoes which have merely to be 
heated under the grill, also ready-cooked 
potato tolled into balls and bread- 
crumbed, so this, too, needs only heat- 
ing through. Meat rissoles, miniature 
cottage pies in dishes which are paid 
for and which can be returned, when 
you get your money back, and meat 
cakes ate in plenty of variety—as lon; 
as you are out and about betimes. Por! 
lunchcon meat, breakfast sausage, liver 
sausage and similar concoctions arc 
quite good, while many of the chain 
provision stores sell appetising salads, 
some containing a proportion of meat 
or fish, ready atranged on cardboard 
plates, and fitting into boxes to take 
away. There are many sorts of sand- 
wiches and a variety of Russian salads 
which can be bought, for literally a few 
pence, in cartons. 

Fish queues are not so long nor so 
fruitless as they were even a month 
ago, and there are several sorts of fish 
that the veriest amateur can cook 


successfully, Kippers are easy. There 
is no preparation, Simply buy your 
kippers, lay them in the grill pan, turn 


on the electricity or gas fairly fast, and 
in a few moments they are ready to cat. 
They are cheap, too--about 444. a pair. 


Ways And Means 


Sometimes the fish-monger will fillet 
and clean your purchase, but often he 
is too busy to do it thoroughly. if 
you are inexperienced, therefore, avo id 
herrings and plaice, and confine yourself 
tu a cut off haddock, cod, of similarly 
Prepared fish. Ready-to-cook fish cakes 
are on sale, but I have yet to find one 
that is palatable. 


Then sausages. Pork sausages taste 
nicest, and cost only twopence a point 
more than beef sausages, which are 1/-. 
Vhere are six to eight in @ pound. Lay 
them in the grill pan, first pricking them 
four or five times with a fork. ‘They 
cook in their own fat, the beauty of this 
being that when the sausages are ready

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About Films Of The Month 


Brickbats And Bouquets 


By B. G. Aubford 


NLY a few months ago in 
London Hedda Hopper, the most 
successful film columnist in Holly- 

wood, said to me: “ You British have 
become competitors of ours in _film- 
taking at last. Your ' Man in Grey,’ 
“Henry V’ and ‘Desert Victory ” 
were good pictures. But, your film 
industry was born of war necessity.” 

Well, that is Hedda’s point of view. 
1 can only hope that by now she has acen 
“ Theirs is the Glory " (that magnificent 
story of the Ambhem campaign), 
“ Piccadilly Incident’ (Anna Neagle’s 
new film) and “1 Sce a Dark Stranger.” 
Then, perhaps smart Hedda will eat 
hee words—-or at least concede that, io 
spite of “your frightful handicap of the 
physical shortcomings of your picture- 
making,” as she told me, the British 
studios this year tumed out a number of 
first-rate productions, in a word class. 

Showing in India this month, *‘I See 
a Dark Stranger ”’ is deliciously refreshing 
cinema and an excellent two-hours 
worth of thrills, drama, witty dialogue, 
fast-moving scencs and constantly 
changing faces. The authors of the 
script, Frank Launder and Sidney 
Gilliat, seem to have stuck thelr tongues 
deep into their cheeks, and said, “* We'll 
give audiences a spy story of the war 
years, Yes, we'll give it to them 1. 

And so they chose the earnest Deborah 
Kerr,—with a most sachanting: Irish 
brogue and a hatred of the English 
burning within her—as the spy, and 
teamed her with Trevor Howard, a 
gentleman but no officer. They then 
threw in @ team of most inefficient British 
Intelligence officers, half the population 
of — Ireland-the = O'Rour! and 
O’Gormans and many moro—and act the 
chase going with several sinister German 
agents. 

The film is fast and furious and very 
funny ; tense and tearful and more than 
a littl temperamental, It’s full of good 
bad types and bad good types, and you'll 
love it for its new treatment and its 
sheer entertainment. 


Action! 

The fascination of “I See a Dark 
Stranger" is ite specd—-not only of 
action, which whips you from Ireland 
to England, on to the Isle of Wight, and 
back to Ireland, by train, ship, bus, and 
even in a funeral wake chain of carriages 
but also the speed with which it grips 
at the emotions ‘and whirls them from 
sympathy, to horror, ta excitement, 
hilarious laughter and quict satisfaction. 

Old British favourites pop up 
constantly in the vast cast: Olga Lindo 
as the proprietress of a pub, where 
Deborah Kerr’s spying activitics take 
her ag invalid-companion-cum-barmaid ; 
Raymond Huntley as a German master- 
spy (he is the “dark etranger” who 

ives his identity to the title); David 

‘ard as his spying accomplice, and pert 
little Brenda Bruce as the popsy who 
keeps American G.J.s amused somewhere 
in Ireland, 

Yea, I certainly think that “I See a 
Dark Stranger” is wonderful film enter- 
tainment. Its only mistake is the title, 
which tells the filmgoer nothing, which 
is cumbersome and misleading, and might 
quite cael tuin its box-office. 

And, talking of tides, the palm must 
go to Alfred Hitchcock for his inspiration 
of naming in “ Spellbound.” ‘The word 
has a ting about it; an arresting sound 
that captures the imagination, just as 
the film holds one tense in its psycholo- 
gical situations. 

The theme of “ Spellbound” is one 
of deep interest in the post-war world, 
when 6 many fighting men have emerged 
from their batile experiences physically 
unecathed, but with odd mental twista 
hidden deep in their sub-conscious minds, 

In this pater ie the iar’ was Res 
responsible for Gregory Peck’s “ guilt 
complex,” buta childhood experience that 
left its mark, and affected the man with 
queet adult results, 


The story of ‘Spellbound ”* 6 
with Gregory Peck joining Ingrid 
Bergman as a coll in the psychia- 
trist's home of which she is on the 
staff as a brilliant doctor. This cold 
woman (‘‘embracing you is Hke embrac- 
ing a text-book,” says one of her 
admirers) falls instantly in love with the 
thin, dark,- high-shouldered Peck, but 
circumstances soon disclose that he is in 
reality a patient suffering from amnesia, 
and not a colleague. 

Then Miss Bergman, inspired by her 
love for this desperate, hunted man, runs 
away with Peck in an effort to delve into 


his consciousness and uncover the past’ 


events of his life which led him to be 
charged with murder. 


The Patient's Dreams 
Perhaps professional psychiatrists in 
the audience of “ Spellbound” will pick 
holes in the analysis of the patient’s 
dreams. The film tells us that this 
analysis is based on Freud’s theories, and 


to the laymen their interpretation is - 


deeply convincing. In fact, it is these 
dream sequences that considerably build 
wp the illusion of a journey into the dark 
places of the mind. Hitchcock, that 
wizard producer of psychological films, 
cnenned the Surrealist painter, Salvador 
Dali, to design these dream effects 
wondrous things of great moving eyes, 
twisted roof-tops, faceless figures and 
distorted conceptions of everyday atticles, 

Apart from the very beautiful perform- 
ance of Ingrid Bergman, whose sensitive 
face has never bees’ better used on the 
screen, it is the photography of 
“Spellbound” that is its real genius. 
‘The photography that plays on the eyes 
of Gregory Peck, giving him a parenoic 
look, that highlights his straight, hunched 
shoulders, as of a hun man, that 
merges the murky substance of a glass of 
milk into a mental blackout, and that 
throughout maintains a feeling of 
macabre fear in the minds of the audience. 


Personally, 1 think that Ingrid 
Bergman’s acting Btature is such 
that few male leads could compete 
with. Gregory Peck, no great actor 
himself, was led every step of the way

It Margery Sharp has invented this 
address for the purposes of hee excellent 
book, then you might well apply the same 
fascinating story te any mews in Chelsea, 
Knightsbridge or Kensington.

Rad-Tempered Cattle 
‘The nexe day took me up through 

delightful forest of mixed trees, in which 
pines and walnut secmed to predominate. 
On my way } passed a Kashmiri with 2 
host of children in tow. He explained 
that he was a schoolmaster and had just 
taken his pupils to see their relations 
tending cattle and sheep up in the 





mountains. ‘Thus is education spreading 
even among gugars in the mountain 
fastnesses. 


I eventually emerged above tree level 
to a flat grazing-ground at the foot of a 
pass, ‘The ground provides grazing tor 
what must be the entire bovine population 
of the Erin Valley, 

It is common knowledge that at 
altitudes abcive 15,000 ft. the temper of 
human beings is apt to become frayed. 
1 state it as a definite fact that this 
phewomenon occurs to cattle at a mach 
lower altitude, for never have | seen a 
more bad-tempered collection. Buffaloes 
and other cattle were chasing each other 
throughuut the afterncon te the accom 
paniment of the most bloud-cusdting, 
grunts, and at any given moment one 
could witness at Jeast a couple of butting 
contests in progress, and occasionally 
some of the onlookers could not resist 
the temptation of juining in, and a sort of 
bovine rugger scrum took place. 

As night drew near 1 could not but 
recollect a story a friend of mine told 
me recently, of his experience when he 
camped in a somewhat similar place in a 
high-altitude tent | had lent him, the same 
tent T had with me on this trek. These 
tents have the waterproof flour sewn to 
the sides. In the middle of the night my 
friend was suddenly awakened and found 
himself being dragged ulong the ground. 
A buffalo having become entangled in 
one of the tent ropes was making off 
actoss country, complete with tent and 
friend. However, the night passed 
without incident. 


Musing Aleng 

The third day started with having to 
negotiate a rather steep pass of hetween 
33,000 and 14,000 ft, “There were two of 
these before reaching my next camp at 
Gangabal. In al), between Bandipur 
and Sonamarg, there are five passes which 
were between 13,000 and 14,000 ft. 
It would almost seem that nature had 
arranged things this way, so as not to 
make the trek too difficult for true lovers 
of mountain acenery, and at the same time 
not too easy, so as to deter all but genuine 
enthusiasts. 

While wandering on, 1 wondered what 
the impulses were which made people 
want to trek, and 1 decided that if f 
were to put the question to a dozen 
diferent people } should in all probability 
get a dozen diferent replies. To sce 
new country; to get away from one’s 
normal routing ; te get away from one’s 
fellow beings; to collect wild flowers 
were but a few of the motives 
that occurred to sme. 

Jn the valley between the two passes 
was situated a particularly beautiful 


mountain-lake, with precipitous rocks 
coming down to the water’s edge, but 





there was litte time to contemplate its 
beauty, for it was fast clouding over and, 
in fact, within the space of a few minutes, 
Tgor drenched. Jt, however, cleared and 
ZT owas able to dry myself out before 
reaching camp on the Ganeabal Lake, 
situated at 12,050 #1. and at the fout ot 
Haramukh. 

fi rained again during, the evening, at 
night and uatibneoen the next day. This 
Necessitated my spending an extra day on 
the shores of the lake, for which | was 
not sorry, Phe aflernoon was plorinusty 
fine aod Fanansed myself watching, trout 
rising in the evening. There” were 
scores of them and the Jake evidently 
holds very bi, tish.

Soon after my artival at the Gangrabal 
camp, a one-legyed inan came round, 
armed with a book setting forth his pood 
qualities and genesuly what a pood 
fellow he was, and one thoroughly 
deserving, of as much as anyone cared to 
give him, A sort of iepalised beggar in 
act.

Reins are usually made too long and 
can be six to nine inches shorter with 
advantage. To reach the rider’s waist, 
when the horse is collected, is quite a 
good guide for length. ‘There is nothing, 
more annoying than having the spare 
end of the rcin continually catching on 
your foot. 

Martingales are useful for some horses, 
but certam owners do not consider that 
their horses are “' dressed ” unless they 
wear martingale, A running mar- 
tingale has two rings at the end through 
which one of the reins is passed. 
Whether the curh rein or the bit rein 
should be used with a running martingale 
has caused much controversy. I don’t 
think that it matters which rein is 
used, as both methods have certain 
advantages arid disadvantages. The 
function of the martingale is to prevent 
the horse from throwing his head too 
high and to help the rider to keep the 
horse straight when going at a fence. 
When the running martingale is wom 
on the lower, or curb rein, it is advisable 
to use leather stope on the reins to 
prevent the rings of the martingale from 
riding over the rings on the bit, A 





tubber stop should be worn on the body 
of the mattingale, just above the neck 
strap, to prevent the loose martingale 
from dangling between the horse’s 
forelegs. correetly-fitted martingale 
should allow the horse’s muzzle to be 
raised to the level of his withers. A 
standing martingale is attached direct 
to the nose-band of the bridle and works 
independently of the reins. A Cheshire 
martingale has two short chains at the 
end, which connect direct to the rings 
of the bit and is not to be recommended 
for most horses, An Irish martingale 
is merely two rings joined by a narrow 
strip of Jeather and is worn on the reins, 
close to the horse's jaw. This is mostly 
used in racing. A breast-plate, with or 
without martingale attachments, is some- 
times worn, but usually does little good 
in preventing 2 badly-fitted saddle from 
stipping back, but like the martingale the 
neck-strap can be useful to hold, to 
prevent iving the horse a jab in the 
mouth, if the rider becomes unbalanced. 
Few people care to go to the expense 
of having a saddle specially built for 
them and except for very abnormal 
individuals it is entirely unnecessary. 


Any saddle by = good maker, if well 
fitted and looked after, will be found to 
be comfortable. The saddle should be 

well forward on the horse’s back, 
Just so that it does not interfere with the 
pley of the shoulder. The front 
abould be well cleat of the withers when 
the rider’s weight is in the saddle and 
there should no contact with the 
horse’s spine throughout the length of 
the le. Thgre should be an even 
bearing by the panels on the horse's 


back and the saddle should not rock - 


when placed in position, even before 
being girthed up. 

String girths, four inches wide, are 
strongly recommended for use in India, 
as they are cool and do less damage 
than any other of girth. Tightening 
the girth should be done gently an 
should admit the fingers between the 
gitth and the hore. The girth can 
always be tightened later if necessary, 
but too tight girths to start with are 
often the cause of a few bucks and what 
is put down to “ cold back,” 

A surcingle may be worn if desired 
and is useful to replace a broken girth,

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The origin of Indian Chemistry is lost in the remate past. Most of the ancient records have heen 
destroyed ; but from the fragments remaining, and from later books based on the older ones, it is 
tlear that for many centuries Chemistry was mainly concerned with the compounding and effects of 
medicines.

The Asvins, Twin Gods, were divine healers and Many stofies are told 
in the Vedas of their miraculous cures. Although the concoction and administration of plant medicines 
was held-in high esteem, medical science never had the distinction of being a division, or “limb” of 
the Vedas of which there are six, phonetics, grammar, etymology, metre, ceremonial and astronomy. 
Nevertheless, it wes intensively studied and Chemistry benefitted greatly from its association with 
medical experiments. :
